Death of Strasbourg 
University Is Now Told 

Af the German authorities in occupied countries feel their 
grasp over the xinwilling slaves slipping, a ruthless and intensified 
persecution of leaders and the intellectual elite mounts 

After weeks of effort, M. Vienot, who spent some three years 
in the French "underground" and who is tww in London in charge 
of coordinating all information coming out, of France, has cqni- 
piled the full details of the shocking efforts made to destroy the 
University of Strasbourg on November 25 of this year. 

The University of Strasbourg was moved to Clermont 
Ferrand in 1939 at the outbreak of the war. *At ]0 o'clocic on the 
morning of November 25, the building on Garnet avenue which 
Itad been turned over to the Univertity,- began to be encircled by 
German troops. Tnside the professors were in the middle of their 
lectures. An hour later, as the* 
classes finished, the teachers in- 
formed the students that it was 
forbidden for anyone to leave 
the building as the German sol 
dicrs, armed with tommy-guns 
and revolvers ^\'ere advancing 
from all direction. The words 
were hardly spoken when the 
soldiers entered and ordered all 
the students and teachers into 
the large assembly hall on the 
main floor. At 11.15 some 500 
persons were present. The Gcr 
mans gave a sharp order for all 
to raise 'their arms and remain 
absolutely still. At each window 
the machine-guns had been 
placed in position. The room 
was extremely cold and the 
students who had >no oppor 
tunity to put on their overcoats, 
were obliged to remain rigid and 
shivering for nearly an. hour. 

At noon the professors were or- 
dered to leave the room— arms al- 
ways above their heads — and once 
in the hall the students were told 
to follow. Tljey were divided into 
two groups— one to the right and 
the other to the left This operation 
was directed by a young pro-Ger- 
man student named Mathieu assist- 
ed by a German girl student (plant- 
ed In the University as an infor- 
mer), wearing a fur coat. All the 
members of the University of Stras- 
bourg except four teachers, were 
sent to the left the teachers and 
pupils of the University of Cler- 
mont-Ferrand to the right. A third 
group was made up of Jews and 
foreigners. 

At. the same time,. Professor 
Dangean, rector of the University 
of Strasbourg received a visit from 
the German police officers who 
burit Into the room after breaking 
the door with kicks. They were 
armed" with tommy-guns. The rector 
followed them into the hall asking 
Continued on Pagt Foui; 



Adair Speaks 
On Peace Terms 
With Gérmaliy 

Warns Against 
Versailles Type 
Of Treaty 

The only way to secure^ peace and 
stability In the post-war world Is 
to allow Germany to be ruled by 
Germans, yesterday declared Prof. 
E. R. Adair, head of the history de- 
partment at McGlU University, 
when addressing the National 
Council of Jewish Women, Mont- 
real Section, at the Mount Royal 
Hotel in the second of a scries of 
lectures on International Affairs 
and Post- War Planning. 

Avoiding the defects of the 
Treaty of Versailles, the terms of 
this peace should be made within 
the capacity of Germany to meet 
them, he said. The peace terms 
should also be dear and definite 
and arrived at as rapidly a* pos- 
sible after the cessation of hostili- 
ties, the speaker added. 

Friends of- the victors must be 
treated Just as firmly as the con- 
quered countries. Prof. Adair said. 
He also maintained that the victors 
must in making the peace behave 
so as not to give the impression that 
they are settling the world on lines 
that will give them the most bene- 
fit 

Pointing out that the economic 
distress of Germany after the last 
war made the rise of the Nazis pos- 
sible, he declared that the Allies 
must realize that an economically 
sound German settlement Ls a good 
Investment for the rest of the world. 

Some sort of government for 
Germany must be established Jn 
this period. Prof. Adair said. He

U.S. Meetings 

Postwar Plans 
For Education 
Are Main Topic 



Dr. Kenneth Morris, Principal of 
Sir George Williams College, re- 
turned recently from the United 
States, where he attended two meet 
ings of Associations of American 
Universities and Junior Colleges. 
Dr. Morris stated that the topics 
discussed had to do with the post- 
war problems of American Unlver^ 
sities. ^ 

The idea that ^'inie-post War Is 
Here" was proposed, since thou 
sands of soldiers had returned al 
ready to the universities. To suit 
these men, he added, the entrance 
requirements will probably be 
changed. Most colleges will adopt 
"Non Pattern Matriculations" and 
"Mature Matriculations", the latter 
for men who have only had two 
or three years of high school. 

The postwar educational plans of 
other countries were discussed, 
among them the "Canada and 
Newfoundland Survey" report, the 
British government's White Paper 
on education and the "Norwood 
Survey" report. 

For the U.S. students, a more 
"International" education was sug- 
gested, and more social, ethical and 
religious education, especially for 
the technical professions.

Arguments 
will have to bo substantiated by statements 
of party policy, and indications of personal 
prejudice will have to bo omitted. By these 
controls, wo hope to, do away with petty 
political bickering, which accomplishes 
nothing and serves to. arouse^ bad feeling, 
>Vc iiitenid that aU^argumentative mater- 
ial shall be presented in a rational form. 

For tho benefit of future contributors, 
we would like to point out thnt the fol- 
lowing type of statement is not apparent 
to the average reader, and definitely re 
quires substantiation: big business is 
banded in a Secret Society for tho exterm 
ination of tho honest working man; the 
C.C.F. intends to try all Liberals in the 
war-guilt assizes; the price of eggs in Lilli- 
put is determined by the end upon which 
they are standing; the degree of truth in 
a statement is proportional to tho number 
of times it is shouted. 

The requirements of tho Political Com 
ment column arc as follows: 

1) Material must not be contrary to tho 
Defence of Canada regulations. 

2) Material must not bo' libelous. 

3) Arguments presented must be based 
upon fact, and presented in a logical man 
ner; accusations must be substantiated. 

4) Articles must be written in good and 
legible English. 

Wo do not intend these restrictions to 
jeopardize tho freedom of speech of tho 
student body, but the mannging board of 
.Tho Daily will use its editing authority to 
refuse contributions which arc objection- 
able on any of these grounds. "Wc do not 
intend to' allow the privileges of the stu- 
dent body to bo abused by persons who 
have an axe to grind, or to bury in another 
person's brain. 

In tho past we have advocated con- 
structive criticism, and wo fed that this 
may well bo applied to political discussion. 
The prevalence of pessimism among youth 
is unnatural; CoUèRo students arc, for the 
most part, confirmed idealists, but at the 
present moment many s6em to rèvel in a 
"hard-boiled" belief in nothing. This may 
bo the result of war; but .whatever the 
cause, it should bo corobattcd by every 
clear-minded undergraduate. 

University . students are dedicated to 
thé search for truth, and they seek to 
arrive at their goal by. tho use of lo^o. 
^^Methqds learned in the classroom «nay 
well be applied to the world, and the ex- 
tent to which they are applied is a measure 
of a graduate's capacity as a useful citi- 
zen. There is no cause for hysteria in the 
discussion of Canadian party politics. 
Judgment in this field must bo bnscd upon 
observation and study; there is no need 
for rabble-rousing speeches or libelous 
ranting. We can understand that changes 
may bo necessary in the post-war period, 
but we have no intention of burning our 
books.

AT LOEWS 

'flesh and Fantasy* is for tho person 
■who likes to come out of a show with his 
Imagination pleasantly stimulated, wonder- 
ing if his own Interpretation of events Is 
the right one. 

The plot combines three stories uncon- 
nected save by their main theme— belief In 
the supernatural, in dreams and fortune- 
teUIng, and the effects on the mind of the 
believer. Hie first is a tale ot the Mardi 
Gras, of an ugly donning a beautiful 
mask to win the heart of a world-weary 
student. Told rather confusingly, it loses 
by comparison with the stories that follow, 
yet contrives to be convincing. 

In tho second tale Edward G. Robinson, 
as a rich American In London, Is told by 
a palmist that he will commit a murder, 
and gives a fascinating study of how the 
prediction worked on his mind. Thomas 
Mitchell, C. Aubrey Smith and Dame May 
Whitty all share . In providing the atmos- 
phere In wfaldi tension Is most skiUuUy 
built up. 

Charles Boyer (also co-producer of the 
film) In the final episode is a tight-rope 
artiste who cannot decide whether or not 
to believe his dreams, with* Barbara Stan- 
wyck as the woman he dreanu about 
Together they provide drama a little less 
serious than what has gone before,- but 
even more enigmatic. The whole Is most 
carefully produced and put together, act- 
ing, dialogue and direction blending har- 
moniously into a convincing whole which 
captures both interest and imagination. The 
accompanying "shorts* arc qutle another 
matter.

It is said that every argument has two sides 
to it, those for it and those against it How- 
ever in the case of the C.C.F. they do not put 
all their cards on the table. We hear how the 
C.C.F. can run industry much better than the 
private enterprise Mw . entrusted with the lob. 
The C.C.F. Is thè^anàwer to the farmer's pray- 
er, so they say. But, will you notice this, very 
tew or any of these C.C.F. proponents tell their 
audience just what such a system calls for. In 
palnthig what appears to them to be a rosy 
picture the C.C.F. elaborates' and stresses the 
economic side 'ot their entèrprise. 

But how many ot them will come straight 
out and tell what the C.C.F. means politically. 
This is the real issue between the C.C.F. and 
the rest of Canada. Make no mistake about It, 
all the fine phrases ptit out by the C.O.F. and 
their oppbnenia M tA the relative economic 
values of their respecUva poUeles Is Just cloud- 
ing the picture. It Is taken as the Issue whereas 
It is only a minor detail There are very few 
articulate persons in Canada to-day -who seem 
to realize exactly what Is at stake.

The picture gives us the true story ot 
the last years of F. R. Mitchell, who gave 
his life for his country just as assuredly as 
those many aviators who flew their planes 
through the "Blitz." Leslie Howard gives 
a very fine performance, with his acting 
as good 85 ever. In a final - portrayal ot 
the great designer's life we see him leave 
the world peacefully and happy that he 
accomplished his end. Howard, in this scene, 
enacted a true happening, for it was not 
very long after tho completion of the film 
that he lost his life in an airplane crash. 

The supporting cast put in a very good 
performance and David Niven, in the role 
of Mitchell's friend, Geoffrey Crisp, played 
especially well with Howard. 

"Adventures of a Rookie", a comedy 
short on the same program, is being pre- 
sented along with the main show. This pic- 
ture is a riotous one about two men induct- 
ed Into the U.S. armed forces, who find 
themselves In many embarrassing positions. 
These furnish laughs for the audience and 
help to round out a well balanced program.

AT THE PRINCESS 

Naughty Marietta, being shown In re- 
vival this week at the Princess Theatre, 
has all the prerequisites of a splendid mo- 
tion picture and of grand entertainment: 
histrionics, action, romance, a certain ele- 
ment ot suspense, plus the delightful music 
of Victor Herbert and the charming setting 
ot the past: the days of the pioneers, the 
Redskins, the coureurs-de-bols and the 
court of France. 

Jeannette MocDonald is superb, both as 
actress and as singer. The motion picture 
was made when she was at the peak of her 
musical career and her rendition ot all this 
familiar music, particularly Sweet Mystery 
of Life, Is thrilling. Nelson Eddy's voice Is 
better here than In some of his later pic- 
tures but his customary poor acting cannot 
be easily overlooked. The minor parts are 
carried oft quito well. 

The action scenes (the pirates' attack; 
later, their defeat by the mercenaries) are 
slightly too short for balance; the romantic 
scenes, too few for popular taste. Very little 
need be said about Victor Herbert's music.

Naughty' Marietta would be ' of particular 
interest to all who like period costumes and 
former-time customs. The former are gor- 
geous, the latter, occasionally amusing.

Not content with this, however, it became the practice to pick 
on certain of the more inexperienced members of the to.im and discuss 
;hcir fiuil'.s and the mi.M;.ke that wa.-; being made in keeping them on 
the team; in ihu v.ist niajoriiy of cases the criticizing was done by people 
who had not cvi-n scei\ a game. 

Tills was tl;e state of affairs until the accident to Bud Farmer the 
team's outstanding player who was seriously injured while plnyin,; for 
Canada Car in the War Industries League two weeks ago. As soon ns it 
was learned that Farmer would be out for the season, a .shower of svm- 
p.ithy descended on tin; i)Inycrs by those who felt that McGill without 
Farmer nii'.ihi as well be in a city midget league. Human nature being 
what it h\ till- tcun ;.ctii;illy becr.mo convinced of this and when Navy 
scored the first goal last Monday night the McGill stock dropped like a 
plummet. A soft goal in the second period completed the damage, and 
from there on it was a case of trying to spoil a shutout for the Navy 
goaler; the paint is that if should be obvious to the average person that 
I no one phiycr c;:n ni:ii;»' a difference of ten goals in a game, and that the 
shelbckini; war, due la the lack of confidence of the team brought on by 
the lacl; of confitieiicf- of anyone eltc in llie team. '.ï?,: ' ; 

Ar things itand nuw, Coach Lome Wliite is counting heavily on his 
second line of Paul Gagnon, Frank Rodgcrs, and Bill Allen to provide the 
scoring punch that was lost with Farmer's injury. These three and Gor- 
die Franks have gained tremendous experience in their games so far. 
and that they have bcnofitiv!! by it ;^ sliown by the fact that tlicy now 
compose the .second itrins line, and am actually showing up better than 
wlien they were a liiird-string unit. A graduate of the Intramural r.ink.s 
Scolty Grant, has been added to the McGill rosier and may be found as 
pivot man for George Halo and Johnny Costlgnn. These two wingmcn 
have been the most prolific goal-gctlers for the Redmcn, but the team 
needs a .strong reserve and if White's rookies come through in the man- 
ner that is expected of them the .McGill hockey worries will be greatly 
lessened. 

On thing that is certain is that the team will be full of fight when 
ihpy tackle the inspired Army squad, and have no intention of los.ng if 
it is within their power to do otherwise.

They were taken 
to the barracks of the 92nd regiment 
and there parked in the courtyard 
where they wçre forced to remain 
several hours. More and more 
students arrived, brought in from 
the university library, the law 
school, the faculty of theology and 
so forth. Due to the extreme cold, 
several of the elderly professors 
fainted. 

At seven o'clock in the evening 
the students and teachers were 
herded into the barracks and a close 
examination of identity papers fol- 
lowed.

dent, the police divided those held 
into two groups, one of which was 
to be liberated later. Among those 
arrested were: Kirrmann, professor 
of chemistry; Kayer. medicine; 
Froster, dean of the faculty of 
medicine; Scremooukhov, lecturer 
in Russian: Unbegaum, director of 
the Institute of Slav Studlei; Yvon. 
professor of science; Chabotty, 
mathematics; Licmerowitz, mathe- 
matics, as well as Sabron, Eppcl, 
Houey and others, ail of the Uni- 
versity of Strasbourg. In all 08 stu- 
dents and 11 or. 12 professors were 
arrested. Eppcl, professor of Theo- 
logy, was seriously wounded by a 
gcstapo agent who arrested him at 
his home. He suffered nine intesti- 
nal perforations and died Decem- 
ber 2. 

There followed a thorough search 
of all the university of Strasbourg 
buildings, particularly the library 
where every book was examined. 
As the students and teachers of 
the university were assembled a 
Gestapo agent on guard shouted at
